FRANCE WILL USE 
ALL AVAILABLE MEN 


Those Previously Rejected for 
Defects Will Undergo Fur¬ 
ther Examination 


Paris. Feb. 1.—The government's 
plan to Increase tha military strength 
of France by utilising tha services of 
all available men came before the 
chamber of deputies yesterday In the 
shape of an emergency bill requiring 
that those previously rejected for phy¬ 
sical defects shall undergo another 
medical examination. 

Albert Fhvre and several other dep¬ 
uties opposed the proposed measure, 
M. Far re declaring that the bill would 
not famish the army with any Im¬ 
portant resources. He recommended 
that better use be made of the pres¬ 
ent strength of the array and a greater 
effort by the allies. 

General Lyautey. minister or war, 
antid the applause of the chamber, 
■aid that everybody who ought to be 
et the front must be there. He fa¬ 
vored an equal division of the respon- 
albumen of the allies, and said the bill 
under discussion was only part of the 
problem how strength could beat toe 
developed. After mentioning*some of 
his efforts Jowerds better utilisation 
of men, the minister received an ora¬ 
tion when he said: 

T have come here to work, oom- 
mand and serve. 1 need your confi¬ 
dence. I ask that you give N to me."
